the Central Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation, the government's aid- 
to-housing crown company, were 
completely taken aback this morn- 
ing by the statement credited to 
Rt. Hon, L. S. St. Laurent, minister 
of external affairs, that “no gov 
ernment of which I am a part 
would ever pass legislation for 
subsidized housing.” 

ONE OFFICIAL of the govern- 
ment’s aid-to-housing enterprises 
said that, of course, the government 
policy has always been against 
directly subsidizing house building 
But, in fact, aid equivalent to sub- 
sidies has been provided under 
the wartime housing legislation for 
housing for veterans although only 
one minister, Rt. Hon. J. L. Lsley 
ever described it as“a subsidy 

The government position on the 
wartime housing was that the fed 
eral responsibility was for veterans 
of the war only. This aid was 
given in the form of low rentals 
which certainly did not represent 
the capital investment in the 
houses, lands and services provided 
by the federal and municipal 
authorities So far as known, no 
change is contemplated in _ this 
policy 

WITH RESPECT to housing pro 
jects financed under the central 
mortgage and housing corporation 
plans, the aid consisted merely ir 
arranging with private financial 
institutions for extending credit on 
commercial terms, a small part of 
such loans being guaranteed by 
the government corporation In 
no country in the world, said this 
official, are such arrangement 
characterized by the term “sub 
sidy.”

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The City’s Finances 
The Commissioners’ report on the) 


conduct of the city’s affairs during the first 


nine months of this year gives al8o a back- | 


ground picture of Edmonton's financial 
position. The showing is one in which 
everyone with a stake in the city can take 
pride. The progress from the uncertainties, | 
and near-chaotic circumstances, of the early 
‘thirties to the stability which now exists | 
must inspire confidence, while it also carries 
a warning that such gratifying changes do 


not come about by chance. 


In 1931 Edmonton had a population of 


79,059 and bonded indebtedness of $37,925,- | 


114, or $479.71 per head. The present 
population is 118,541, the bonded indebted- | 
ness $16,480,174, or $139.03 per head. In 
sixteen years the bonded debt has been cut | 
by much more than half, while the per 
capita debt has fallen by more than two- 
thirds. 

This remarkable lightening of the 
burden came about because while the city 
kept on systematically retiring its bonds and 
refinanced the outstanding debt, current 
expenditures were held down and no new 
capital indebtedness created. War conditions 
of course made this possible, and in measure 
enforced such a policy over half the period. 
The results are none the less satisfactory; 
the debt is down and the carrying charges | 
are down, while the population has gone up 
50 per cent. 

This policy of tightly restricted expendi- 
ture cannot be continued rigidly or indefin- 
itely. Public improvements which were 
necessarily delayed in wartime will have to 
be undertaken. But on that point the 
Commissioners sound a note of warning. 
They state that construction costs are still 
high and labor efficiency low, while revenue 
from the sale of city property is diminishing 
as city-owned lots grow fewer. They 
suggest that next year’s council will have to 
face the question of whether it is wise to 
undertake large projects until these adverse 


| 


conditions change, and cite the great lesson | 


of the depression as being “In times of pros- 


perity do as little as possible and conserve 


resources against the inevitable rainy day.” 


The implied recommendation is that | 
next year’s council go slowly in the making 
of costly capital improvements unless these 
conditions take a turn for the better. 

There is a significant hint in the report 
that the tax-rate may have to go up from the 
49.50 mill level where it has stood for the last 
five years. This is because the city’s wage 
and salary bill has gone up more than 
$2,000,000 per year, due to increases in pay, 
adoption of the 40 hour week, and a conse- 
quent large increase in the number of per- 
Manent employes. 

This tax-rate increase is therefore in 
prospect even if there is no enlargement of 
the public services and no expansion of the 
improvement program, and in spite of a 
$6,000,000 increase in the assessment of 
property. 

The inference is that, while the city’s 
position is good, this is no time to abandon 
caution and launch upon a policy of heavy 
spending.

Roll Up That Curtain 


At Lake Success, Mr. Vishinsky is still 
chasing imaginary war-mongers around the 
chamber of the political and security com- 
mittee. 

He wants orders issued to the democratic 
governments that they must clamp down on 
freedom of thought and speech. Specifically, 
he wants the press in the free countries 
muzzled and the radio muted. In plain words 
he demands that the democracies adopt the 
Soviet system, clamp on a censorship, and 
tell their people they must stop criticizing 
what Russia does and what Mr. Vishinsky 
says. 

Naturally he has not made any converts, 
| and is not likely to make any, for obvious 
reasons. If the democratic countries were 
minded to turn themselves into bureaucrac- 
ies, the Moscow spokesman is telling them 
how to go about it. Since they have no such 
intention, he is wasting time and energy 
propounding the recipe. 

Nor is he doing his claim any good by 
calling critics in these countries war- 
mongers. Neither in these states nor in 
Russia are there sane persons who want 
another war. 

If Russian conditions and Russian polic- 
ies are misunderstood in democratic lands, 
and for that reason misrepresented, the 
remedy lies with Moscow. Let it lift the iron 
curtain of censorship, and permit a free 


_ inter-change of news and views with the 


outside world. There will then be no possib- 
ility of misrepresentation, the name-calling 
can stop, and the political and security com- 
mittee can turn attention to realities instead 
of listening to ghost stories about war- 
mongers who do not exist.

As all on board were killed and 
the plane totally destroyed, it is doubtful 
if the enquiries will ever get farther than 
a conclusion based on probabilities. 

Apparently the series of crashes which 
occurred last spring in many parts of the 
world did not—as was then expected—curb 
airplane travel in the United States or else- 
where. Nearly every plane which gets into 
the news because of a mishap is reported 
crammed to capacity with passengers,

| Why Grow Old? 


By Myrtle Meyer Eldred 
Now that we can count upon 
cold weather, it is possible to make 
some changes in the child's routine 
that would have been undesirable 
when it was hot 


Up to baby's eighth or ninth 
month—and especially in summer-— 
all drinking should be boiled. But 
after this age it can be taken 
Straight from the faucet, provided 
of course your drinking water 
comes from a clean source and 
is protected against infectious 
materials 

The water need not be warmed, 
unless baby likes it this way. It 
should never be iced, Just serve 
it cool as it comes from the ordi- 
nary, kitchen faucet 

When the baby begins to drink 
from a cup, the mother is sure 
to wonder whether she needs to 
go through the ceremony of pre 
paring a formula If the baby 
still takes a diluted formula, con 
taining some sugar, the formula 
should be prepared as usual. This 
need not be stored in separate 
bottles as formerly, but may be 
poured into one large, sterilized, 
jar and poured from there 
into a clean saucepan for warming
